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« The Santiago tabloid newspaper Extra suspended p. lication last week for an 
indefinite period. El Siglo, Santiago's Communic t Party newspaper, printed and 
supported Extra, which has been operating at a less for some mon‘’+s. The 
circulation had diminished to an approximate thr 3 thousand daily subscribers 
despite a reduction in price to one peso, and th advertising lineage had fallen 
to fifty centimeters daily. The pape> was reporisdly losing five thousand 
pesos per day. 


2. Officials of EL Siglo claim that over 500,000 pe: 2s were lost in the thirteen 
months’ operation of Extra. A few months ago BE) 3iglo suspended ell such. 
advances to Extre due to the latter's faliure te naintein its circulation, but 
they continued to print the paper free of charge. Last week the Central Comittee 
of the Commmist Party ordered Americo Zorille, siministrator of F] Sigio, to 
notify publishers of Betra that they would no lorzer print or grart credit to 
that paper. ‘
